THE SWALLOWS. 



From time immemorial the swallow 
has been sung in song and story, and 
justly so, for in all the feathered king- 
dom surely nothing is more beautiful 
than their skimming, glancing flight. 

It remained for the prosaic twentieth 
century to discover how really great is 
the debt of man to these harbingers of 
our summers. We realize now that 
without the swallows and flycatchers, 
and other birds that feed on the wing, 
the air around us would be unfit to 
breathe, so full would it be of gnats and 
other winged insects. 

Housewives should be interested to 
know that about one-third of the food 
of the barn swallow consists of flies, 
and the cotton growers of the south owe 
the whole family a debt it would be 
difficult to repay. Probably the most 
destructive insect in the whole coun- 
try is the cotton boll weevil. The 
swallows feed on it while in flight to 
new pastures, thus preventing the 
spread of the pest to uninfested areas. 
The value of this service to the coun- 
try in dollars, and oven human life, 
would be hard to estimate. 

Our most common swallows are the 
barn, known by his rusty breast, and 
the tree swallow, easily identiiicd by 
his light gray breast. 

The noisy martins, with their curious 
desire for colony life, belong to the 
swallow family. 

They have a healthy appetite for 
some of the worst pests in agriculture, 
among them the striped cucumber 
beetle, which does great damage in our 
gardens. 

Since it seems to thrive on poison, 
and can burrow in the ground when 
pursued, this little beetle can success- 
fully defy the gardener. Yet it has 
been reported that in one martin house 
was found a quart of the hard parts 
of this pest, after the birds had dined 
upon the more edible portions. 

Martins will also attack the chicken 
hawk at sight, so poultry raisers might 
do well to provide them with the apart- 
ment houses they like to occupy. Their 
numbers have been greatly reduced by 
the attacks of the English sparrow. 

The common dull brown chimney 
swift, though like in habits to the swal- 
lows, does not belong to this family, 
but is valuable to us because it feeds 
entirely upon insects caught on the 
wing. The swift is able to roost in our 
chimneys because, like the wood-peck- 
ers, his sharp tail serves as a prop. He 
is also supplied with a sticky saliva, 
which enables him to glue his nest to 
our chimney walls. Sometimes this con- 
nection gives way, for once, to my dis- 
may, as well as the parents, a nest and 
four young swifts descended suddenly 
into my, fortunately, empty fireplace. 
We did our best to replace the nest, 
but the birds refused to feed the young 
and abandoned them.
